Raising of Flax. 


Some years ago the attention of farm­ 
ers in California was called to the rais­ 


ing of flax. 
A mill for making use of 
the seed was in contemplation, and it 


was desiiable for the projectors to ob­ 
tain the raw material to work with 
close at hand. 


The scheme was a good and 
plausi­ 


ble one viewed from the farmer's point 


of view, and considerable seed was put 
in the ground. 
Like all California 
productions from the earth the crop 
proved large, and the price offered Tor 
the seed made it remunerative to the 
producers. 
T h e millmen had gained 
their point, and 
immediately 
began 
squeezing the farmers in the way of 
price as they did the seed for oil. 
In 
consequence the fowl that laid the gol­ 
den egg w^s .soon killed. 
T h e 
pro­ 
duction of flaxseed fell off to such a 
degree that importation of the article 
had to be resorted to. 


It was found that the raw 
material 
could be imported 
from 
a long dis­ 
tance, subject to a heavy freight rate, 
and then leave a margin of profit to 
the oil manufacturer. 


The demand for oil kept on increas­ 


ing, and what few farmers there were 


who 
raised the flax 
found a ready 
market for it. 


By degrees other mills were erected 
and this caused more of a demand for 
the raw material. 
T h e mills on the 
Pacific Coast now engaged in this bus­ 
iness are four—two in San 
Francisco, 
(one large and one small), one at Port­ 
land, Ore., and the other in Berkeley. 


At 
the present writing two more are 
projected— one now building at Taco- 
ma and another at West Berkeley. T h e 
latter is particularly engaged in 
the 
manufacture of cocoanut oil, but will 
enlarge its plant so as to .manufacture 
linseed oil. 


T h e 
present 
supply comes princi­ 
pally from Dakota, there being only a 
small quantity of seed raised in 
this 
State at present. 
During the coming 
season it is quite probable that new 
ground covering about ten 
thousand 
acres will be put in 
flaxseed. 
A large 
portion of this ground will be on the 
islands near by the town of Antioch. 


The 
farmers 
in 
the 
northwestern 
part of the United States have for some 
years found that the raising of flax 
brings better results than wheat, and 
are gradually turning their farms in 
that direction. 
In 
1860 there were 
raised only 500,000 bushels 
of flax 
Seed. 
T e n years later the 
amount 
raised increased to three and one-half 
^irries as much. 
In 1880 it was nearly 
five times as much, while in 1890 over 
10,000,000 bushels 
were 
harvested. 


The 
estimate for this 
year 
reaches 
16,000,000 bushels. 


The largest flax producing State is 
Minnesota, followed by South Dakota, 
Iowa, North Dakota, Kansas and Ne­ 
braska as they are named. 
O f the lat­ 
est crop in the States enumerated Min­ 
nesota 
and 
the 
Dakotas 
produced 
about 65 per cent. 


Last year an increased average was 
put in in the last mentioned States. A 
great deal of the. wheat land there is 


now used for raising 
flax. 
T h e 
past 
year the different counties in the west­ 
ern portion o f Minnesota, and through 
the 
R e d river valley district, raised 
from two to ten thousand acres of flax. 


The Paint and Oil Review says in 
explanation of this tendency to trans­ 
form the greatest wheat fields of the 
world ir.to raising flax is found in the 
fact that flax seed yields from 8 to 12 
bushels (56 pounds to the bushel) per 
acre, and in addition the price of flax 
seed ranges, from 50 to 100 per cent 
higher than, that of wheat. 
In some 
localities flax yields even a larger crop 
than wheat y For instance, in Houston 
county, Minn., for the/past 
five years 
the average was 12.90 busheb per acre 


for wheat, and this year's crop of flax 


seed averaged 
14 bushels per acre. 
With prices ranging 75 cents to $1 and 
higher the farmers of that section of 
the country are clearing their farms of 
mortgages by the proceeds Jrom the 
flax crops. 


It will take a pretty good country to 
beat California when it conies to rais 


ing anything with the aid of 
mother 
earth and there is no reason why the 
production of flax seed should not be­ 
come a very prominent industry in this 
State. 


There is another matter in connec­ 
tion with raising flax which has never 
been considered anywhere else except 
in California. 
We refer to the use of 
the fibre. T o be sure it has been given 
to animals for feed in this State and 
has been found to have fattening quali 
ties thereby making it of some value. 


Of late, however, there has been some 
experiments made in the Cotton Mills 


of this State in the way of using 
the 
fibre and they have been quite success­ 


ful. 
In fact those engaged 
in making 
the experiments feel satisfied that they 
have discovered 
something 
of more 
than ordinary value in this raw material. 


This will make an additional demand 
that will encourage the raising of flax 
not only here but elsewhere. 


In contrast with wheat farmers have 
come to the conclusion that there is 
really no money in raising wheat and 
are ready to turn to 
anything 
where 
they can see that they are going to he 
a gainer by it. 


Here is an opportunity 
to make the 
change. 
There is a demand for all 
the flaxseed that can be raised in this 
country for home consumption. 
That 
demand will continue for years to come. 
Producers ought to be able to make 
money on flax seed when 
manufactu­ 
rers find it profitable to bring raw ma­ 
terial from Dakota to California and 
then manufacture 
it. 
Freight 
alone 
would be a good profit. 
T h e pro­ 
duction in California soil would be at 
least 50 cents more than in any of the 
States enumerated. 


The factory which is entirely engaged 
in the use of flax seed alone in Berke­ 


ley is the Eureka Oil Works at West 
Berkeley. 
It has all the business it 
can attend to and has just received 
about 500 tons of xed 
coming all the 


way from Dakota.

Hanging at Folsom Prison. 


Folsom, D e c 
1 3 — T h e first execu­ 
tion in the 
State Prison at Folsom 
took place at 10 o'clock this 
morning 
in the 
presence of Warden Charles 


Aull and about twenty-five others. 


The murderer who died at the end 
of a rope was Chin Hane, a China­ 
man, who was a notorious highbinder 
in Sacramento for a number of years, 
and who was dreaded by all Celestials. 


On the night of May 31, 1892, Chin 
Hane murdered 
Lee Gong, a 
cigar 
merchant of Sacramento, who had been 
marked for death 
by the Bing Hong 
Tong, an 
organization of highbinders 
whose enmity he had gained by pro­ 
tecting a Chinese whom it was perse­ 
cuting. 


Chin Hane walkdd coolly into Lee 
Gong's store, purchased a cigar 
and 
then deliberately shot him d o w n in the 
presence of his wife and children. 


Chin Hane was tried and convicted 
and sentenced to death. 
His case was 
carried to the Supreme Court, and af­ 
ter a long time the judgment of the 
lower court was confirmed. 


The murderer walked bravely to the 
gallows. 
When he stepped, upon the 
trap and faced the spectators he recog­ 
nized Sheriff Johnson and District At­ 
torney Ryan And greeted them 
pleas­ 
antly. 


As the black cap was being adjusted 
over his head, Chin Hane 
shouted 
Goodby, 
all 
friends,"
